Belfast, May 20—M urder gangs went 
about their grim work in Belfast (lur­ 
ing the night while the skies were 
lighted with the glare from seven fires 
started by arson squads. 
Six persons were killed 
and

others wounded during the last 
hours. 
All the dead and eight of the 
wounded are protestants. 
This m assacre followed the assas­ 
sination of four catholics who were 
dragged from their beds and shot. 
Sinn Feiners captured four police 
barracks in county Antrum. The Gal 
lvmona railway station was set afire 
A 
gang 
of 
incendiaries 
burned 
Shane's castle, the seat of Lord O’Neill 
After the fire swept through the a n ­ 
cient building, tenants plunged into 
the smoke and recued Lord O'Neill 
83, and his aged wife. 
Others were killed when nine armed 
men pushed their way into a factory 
and questioned the w orkers about their 
religion. 
Four protestants were shot. 
Two died and another is dying. 
As soon as the darkness carne last 
night, shooting in the streets wras re­ 
sumed. 
One man was killed and four 
wounded by snipers. 


Arson Gangs Spread Terror 
Belfast, May 20.—Organized arson 
gangs shooting their way through all 
shops, spread terro r in Belfast today, 
and in many other U lster towns. 
Three of the gangsters were killed 
and several wounded in an attack on 
the Castle W elland barracks in coun 
ty Down. 
The torch was put to the 
barracks, which was destroyed. 
Several loyalists’ houses w ere b u rn ­ 
ed at Carnleaugh. 
The old Court Cas­ 
tle at Down Patrick, residence of the 
Baroness Deros, was given the flames.

WATER & LIGHT 
BOARD COMMENTS 


The Water & Eight Board has had 
a pamphlet printed in which it sets 
forth the purposes of the proposed 
amendment and bond issue to he voted 
upon May 25th. These pamphlets will 
be distributed to every consumer of 
water and light and all are urged to 
read it. carefully. 
Beginning with the 
issue of the Dispatch for the 15th in­ 
stant, we reprint a portion dally to 
make sure that all will study and 
learn. 
Special meetings will he con­ 
ducted in different places about, town 
where these questions 
can 
be 
dis 
cussed. 


I n te r e s tin g figures based on reports received by the United 
States Employment Bureau show that because of the tremendous 
influx of foreign goods which are being sold in this country at 
prices less than they can be made here, a great number of Ameri­ 
can industries are closed down completely; many more are run 
ning only part time with a partial force; while others are reluctant 
to make any plans for increase of force until they know upon what 
bask they are going to have to meet foreign competition. 
It is 
asserted that the lack of a protective tariff is the greatest single 
factor now balking materially improved conditions in the indus­ 
trial world with their attendant increase in employment. 
In the summer months the slack in unemployment is goner 
ally taken up by the agricultural industry, but the indications are 
that it will not be so large a factor this year as in form er years 
The reports from all the agricultural states are to the effect that 
farm ers are not employing help when they can possibly get along 
without it. 
This is probably due to the necessity of the farm ers 
cringing their cost of production this year to the lowest possible 
figure. 
Reports agree that the supply of farm labor is in excess 
of the demand. 
As an offset, to the increase in employment in agricultural 
belts and in building trades there are widespread strikes in the 
textile and mining industries, and there seems to be no prospect 
of a settlement in the near future of the labor troubles in either 
of these industries. 
The employment situation, for the reasons stated, may be 
said to have reached a point where there will probably be no real 
return to normal conditione until industry 'is assured of a pro­ 
tective tariff that will enable it to resume production in quantity 
and put back on the job many thousands of idle workmen. 
Re­ 
publican Senators and Congressmen see this, and therefore the 
Senate is holding night sessions to speed the new tariff bill now 
under consideration. 


(M R PUBLIC UTILITIES 


As A people, we are too prone to neglect obtaining a compre­ 
hensive knowledge of our public utilities. 
As a people, we con­ 
sider the public utility department only as the source of the w ater 
and electricity we use, and our interest in utilities may sometimes 
be too much in the rates charged and not enough in how the bus­ 
iness is managed. 
The W ater & Light Board, recognizing this 
fact to be more commonplace now than ever before, has taken the 
present as an opportune time to go before the public and relate 
something about this business of theirs. It is impassible to inter­ 
est the public unless some pal Uvularly pertinent subject is at 
issue. Now that the people are asked to vote on an amendment to 
the charter and on a bond issue, no better occasion could have 
been chosen. 
The Board embers are giving of their time to help 
instruct the people and the people should avail themselves of this 
and turn out at the meetings. 
It is our understanding that the Board wants to get before 
the people and tell some things that we have not thought about 
but should think about. 
It is immaterial to the W ater & Light 
Beard, so far as its earnings or resources are concerned, whether 
the amendment and bond issues win or lose; but it is m aterial hew 
we veto because this vote will be interpreted as indicative of our 
^choice of futuie policies and future methods to be followed in the 
m atter of administration and rates. 
From that standpoint we 
should consider carefully what our Board members are trying u 
show us. 
Naturally, from long study they see justice, supported 
by the facts, in what they present and we should be calm in form­ 
ulating our judgment until we have weighed all that is advanced.

Such a mass of evidence in fraudulent war deals was re­ 
vealed to Congress by Attorney General Daugherty th a t an ap­ 
propriation of $500,000 was allowed him with which to conduct 
prosecutions. 
The auditing of all war contracts is proceeding as rapidly as 
possible in the War Department. 
Fifteen thousand bu ch audits 
have been completed, and $13,000,000 collected in the adjustm ents 
that have been made. 
It is said that 270 of the cases have been 
turned over to the Department of Justice, and criminal prosecu­ 
tion's on a large scale are contemplated, involving huge sums of 
money. 
Mr. Daugherty believes that more than $100,000,000 
may be returned to the Treasury When the cases are decided. 
Some of the millions that were handed out so prodigally by the 
Wilson administration will be saved tor the taxpayers, and those 
guilty of fraud placed behind the bars.

We have given live good reasons 
why ti>e ii mills should lie levied. 
Or­ 
dinary good business practice alone 
demands that fire protection service 
shall pay an alequate return on the 
investment made for it. 
For the fire 
service rendered, we are presenting 
the minimum charge only, 
and 
we 
challenge any consulting engineer or 
expert in public utilities 
to 
show 
wherein we have over-rated or over­ 
estimated in our figures. The present 
payment for this service is grossly 
in error and is not based on any a c ­ 
cepted business method, even if it is 
the one used in other planes. 
The present fund is too small to per­ 
mit adding more hydrants to the sys­ 
tem, and too small for adequate street 
lighting; in a few months dark streets 
will lie the rule again. 
If tile proper rate is paid for the 
firo-fighting service, the gain to the 
consumer will come to him in having 
the meter rate and 
the 
minimum 
charge lowered correspondingly. 
Meter rates can not lie lowered un­ 
til receipts are increased. 
Since me­ 
ters have been installed, private con­ 
sumers have reduced their consump­ 
tion to suclean unheard of extent that 
it has become utterly impossible to 
lower the rate as was originally in­ 
tended. 
Not until this streak of econ­ 
omy is broken and more water is used, 
unless help is obtained by receiving 
adequate hydrant rental, will it ever 
be possible to do otherwise with tile 
rate than lins been done. 
What the present proposal means to 
your personally is that you will pay 
more in taxes and less for water used. 
The present total levy for till purposes 
is 92 mills. 
Tho 6-mill amendment 
raises this to 95 mills. That is, if your 
taxes amount to $100 now, next year 
they would amount to $108. 
If you are 
a minimum water consumer, your wa­ 
ter bill would be reduced 25 per cent, 
of $2.00 per year. 
To such a person 
to vote the amendment would cost birn 
nothing, 
lf you are a minimum con­ 
sumer and your taxes are, let us say, 
$60 this year, next year they will be 
$61.SO, and you actually save $1.20 be- 
auso your water costs you less. Many 
who use more than the minimum are 
also gainers, but each must figure that 
for himself. 
It will surprise you what 
an extraordinary large number of peo­ 
ple would be gainers. 
By helping to 
lower the meter-rate you will help 
make things better for everybody and 
for the city. 
There will lie some who will have 
to pay more in taxes than they gain 
in meter rates. There is nothing wrong 
about that 
aud 
nothing 
unusual. 
Brainerd is growing and we must keep 
up with it; people want more services; 
all of us surely want our streets lit; 
get nothing anywhere unless we 
pay for it. When the times c o m e s when 
fund no longer is sufficient to meet 
the demands made upon it, then the 


p eo p le should be told about it and lie 
given n chance to remedy it. 
That is 
our purpose in addressing you now. 
Do you want a defective situation 
remedied; if you do, vote yes.
